It’s something sweet and it’s 
made of grapes—something 
different is growing in the St. 
David's vineyard.s 
Grape grower Steve Murzda, 
with his busmess Sweet & Sticky 
Inc. has received the Premier’s 
Award for Agri-Food Innovation 
Excellence for producing the 
world’s first Ice Syrup in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

Murzda, a resident of NOTL, 
has been growing grapes with 
his family since he was 12 years 
old. Having been apart of ice 
wine production, he says it is an 
experience to watch. 

And watching the process of 
making Ice Wine is what 
inspired Murzda to invent the 
delicious syrup. 

“Being around and watching 
ice wine production, it’s a beau¬ 
tiful press. To me it looks like a 
syrup, a gorgeous nectar and 
that’s how this all came about.”

Crossroads raising funds for new playground 


The play

Last week 

Wednesday was the 
final time for students 
to swing from the 
swings, climb the 
monkey bars and 
slide down the slides 
at Virgil Public 
School. 

Students from 
Virgil and Colonel 
John Buder will be 
able to break in a new 
playground, which 
will be built for 
Crossroads in 
September. 

Both schools have 


been fundraising 
all year to build the 
new playground 
which comes with a 
$60,000 price tag. 

Through a joint 
fundraising Home 
Show between 
Virgil and Colonel 
JohnButler, $14,738 
has been raised 
towards the new 
equipment. 

After weighing 
the costs of moving 
the playground from- 
Virgil to the new 
school it was not 
much different in 
price, says Principal 
Marian Reimer- 
Friesen. 

The principal says 
annual maintenance 
costs of new equip¬ 
ment would be lower, 
and the playground 
will be safer for stu¬ 
dents to use. 

“It was just worth it 
to build a new one — 
the new playground is 
going to be beautiful 
and incredible to look 


The playground- 
will be installed in 
two phases, with a 
slide portion being 
installed this fall. 

A monkey bar area 
will be installed once 
enough funds have 
been raised to pur- 

Friesen says she 
would like to thank 
everyone who has 
made donations, 
including a $7,500 
from the Virgil 
Business Association. 
"We are very thankful 
to the Virgil Business 
Association for their 
very generous sup¬ 
port and I know that it 
will benefit our 
Crossroads students 
greatly." 

Crossroads will 
feature a program 
called Vine of 
Learning which is 
designed to honor 
donors who have sup¬ 
ported the school , 
says Friesen. 

For dollars donat¬ 
ed to the school, a 


grape with the donors 
named will be placed 
on a vine on the wall 
of the new school as a 
way of saying thank 

"We have a lofty 
goal, and our hope 
would be that it could 
be installed around 
this time next year.” 

The current equip¬ 
ment at both Virgil 
and Colonel John 
Butler will be put on 
the District school 
Board of Niagara on¬ 
line auction for pur¬ 
chase this summer. 

“Individuals or 
organizations will 
have the opportunity 
to bid on the equip¬ 
ment and any funds 
raised will go towards 
our new Crossroads 
playground equip¬ 
ment purchase."

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Horticultural Society celebrates 20th anniversary with walking garden tour

Put on those sneakers 
and tie up those shoelaces 
to take a stroll through 
beautiful gardens to cele¬ 
brate the 20th anniversary 
of the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Horticultural society. 

There are lots to see in 
the gardens around NOTL, 
says Horticultural Society 
member, Shirley 

Madsen. She adds garden 
viewers will see a variety of 
water features such statues 
that spout water, ponds, a 
handicap accessible gar¬ 
den, a vegetable garden 
and statues. 

Madsen says there are 
lots to see in many of the 
gardens to inspire a gar¬ 
den, including a garden 
filled with mirrors to cre¬ 
ate an interesting double 
affect. 

There is also an aspect 
of history in some gardens 

Kathie and Bill Clark’s 
garden at 387 Simcoe St. 
features a stonewall and 


boxwood features. One of 
the oldest hawthorn hedg¬ 
es in Niagara shades the 
opposite side and is 
descended from the haw¬ 
thorn grove located still 
today on the Commons 
adjacent to Fort George. 

The couple says the 
French planted these trees 
in the 1700's, usingbranch- 
es originating from the 
trees that supplied Christ's 
Crown of Thorns and 
obtained by Pope Clement 
during his visit to 
Palestine. 

The Clarks have spent 
the last 20 years building 
their garden, saying it is 
something they take pride 
in and enjoy doing. Their 
garden features several 
statues, benches, an arch¬ 
way, lanterns and other 
decorations, which have 
been passed down by Bill’s 
father. 

"We have lots of senti¬ 
mental items in the garden 
and we’re really pleased to 
help the horticultural soci¬ 
ety and our garden is 


something we do for our¬ 
selves. We think people 
will enjoy seeing it,” says 
Kathie. 

Madsen says the day 
will be filled with many 
amazing things. Because 
the horticultural society is 
celebrating an important 
anniversary, Madsen says 
they have 25 gardens this 
year, which is more than 
they usually have. 

“The majority of gar¬ 
dens are done by home- 
owners themselves. Each 
garden is different and you 
really will come away with 
some great ideas.” | 

The walking tour is a 
self-guided tour through 
Old Town, Garrison 
Village, and backyards of 
Rye Park, the Village of 
Virgil, St. David’s Bench 
and Queenston. 

Garden viewers will be 
greeted by one of the hor¬ 
ticultural society’s 104 vol¬ 
unteers to take tickets and 
answer questions about 
the gardens, 

“Don’t forget to put on 



your running shoes 
because there are lots of 
gardens to see.” 

Madsen says she would 
like to thank the home- 
owners for sharing their 
gardens and the volun¬ 
teers on the day. 

“It’s going to be an 
incredible day”

St. Mark’s Anglican Church 
is celebrating hie upcoming 
1812 bicentennial by com¬ 
memorating Sir Isaac Brock’s 
rock with a choir and a dedica¬ 
tion ceremony. 

There’s an old rumour 
Brock sat upon a rock at the 
Niagara River and he pon¬ 
dered when and where the 
Americans would attack prior 
to the War of 1812, says Donald 
Combs, who works in the 
archives and the cemetery at 
St. Mark’s. 

William Kirby, a famous 
Canadian author, supposedly 
brought the rock from the 
Niagara River and laid it to 
rest in the old cemetery at the 

"This rock has been here 
for over 125 years and no one 
knows about it.” 

St. Mark's music director 
Michael Tansley says a stu¬ 
dent choir from the Channel 
Island of Guernsey—the birth¬ 
place of Brock —will celebrate 
with song. 

The afternoon also includes 
a flute choir, a clarinet choir 
and a brass ensemble. 

Tansley says the afternoon 


will be “refreshing” and spon¬ 
taneous with the student 

Reverend Bob Wright says 
commemorating the rock, 
which Brock sat on, is one of a 
few things the church will be 
doing to celebrate the history 
of the War of 1812. 

He says a plaque and some 
gravel will be placed around 
the rock to show its impor¬ 
tance to the community.” 

In addition to the rock, a 
19th century bell will be placed 
in the church in honour of 
Brock. 

And a stone will be placed 
to recognize the trenches, or 
rifle pits, which were dug dur¬ 
ing the war, which were used 
by American soldiers. 

“There are many soldiers 
who have been buried in this 
cemetery from the war which 


we would like to commemo¬ 
rate so we will place a com¬ 
memorative stone for them as 
well.”

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Local couple do their part to preserve a corner of local history in NOTL 


Pat Hartman 
and Jim 
Reynolds 
have been work¬ 
ing to preserve rail¬ 
road history and 
want the help of the 
town.

Pat Hartman and Jim 
Reynolds are doing what 
they can to protect an 
important part of local his¬ 
tory, but they would like 
the town to step in and 
help with its rehabilitation 
and preservation. 

The couple live near 
what is now called 
Turntable Way in the Dock 
Area, a neighbourhood 
that was vital in the early 
days of shipping. 

In 2007, the town desig¬ 
nated three important ele¬ 
ments of local railroad his¬ 
tory—the limestone culvert 
at the end of Ball Street, the 
railroad turntable at the 
corner of Riverbeach Road, 
and the remaining founda¬ 
tion of a locomotive main¬ 
tenance shed. 

Hartman has taken on 


the locomotive turntable 
as a personal project—it's 
her volunteer work and a 
great stress-reliever at that, 
she says. 

Together she and her 
husband worked to expose 
the foundation blocks 
which were grown over, 
and removed piles of gar¬ 
bage, compost and debris 
tossed there by locals over 
the years. 

With the help of the 
town, no-parking and a 
no-dumping signs were 
erected and the debris 
hauled away. 

Hartman has planted a 
garden and continues to 
maintain it, while trying 
not to spend too much 
money on an area with an 
uncertain future. 

Reynolds has installed a 
plaque—a simple plastic- 
covered explanation of the 
historical significance of 
the area with some photo¬ 
graphs. 

From 1854 to 1957, the 
train steamed into town 
along King Street, crossed 
Ricardo, passed over 
Delatre Street on a trestle 
and headed down to the 
Dock Area, crossing the 
Ball Street culvert to meet 
the lake steamers, said 
Reynolds, who recently 
asked the town to consider 
both physical and financial 
support for the preserva-

don of the sites. 

For its return trip, the 
train shunted on the turn¬ 
table and was spun around 
so that it could head front¬ 
wards out of town, or to the 
maintenance shed. 

Since the death of the 
railway, there are just three 
stone relics to remind us of 
our railway past, he said. 

In the 1980s, a sewer 
contractor excavating on 


Riverbeach Road inadver¬ 
tently tore up a significant 
portion of the limestone 
blocks, which have been 
stored in the town's public 
works yard since, he said. 

Julian Smith, one of the 
country’s leading experts 
in heritage preservation 
and the executive director 
of Willowbank’s School of 
Restoration Arts, has 
offered the services of his 


students to restore the 
limestone blocks to their 
rightful place. 

But Reynolds is also 
hoping the town will step 
in. 

“It would not take a 
great deal of money to sta¬ 
bilize the culvert's crum¬ 
bling masonry,” he says. 

He would iso like to see 
appropriate signage with 
photographs to show what 


the area looked like it the 
heyday of railway transpor- 

He has been told there 
is no town money in the 
budget this year, he said, 
but has asked that the proj¬ 
ect be placed “close to the 
top of next year’s list. This 
is an exciting part of 
Niagara’s history which 
needs to be preserved for 
future generations.” 
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She says the Chinese 
like to add a sugar coating 
or glaze to their breads “It’s 
certainly not something we 
do here.” 

O’Donnell says she 
taught the international 
bakers how to incorporate 
different types of fruits into 
breads. 

“In Niagara-on-the-

"They have melons and 
dragon fruit, but these 
things aren’t as sweet as 
fruits like strawberries or 
peaches and they don’t 
bake very well in breads.” 

Teaching the staff at the 
hotel was an amazing 


experience for O’Donnell. 
She says the kitchen staff 
she worked with was happy 
to have her. 

"They were so excited to 
learn different ways of bak¬ 
ing-they were like sponges’ 
soaking everything up.”

to learn. When you teach 
people, you go home on a 


The baker says teaching 
others helps her to learn 
things about herself. 

"When you’re teaching 
other people, you really try 
to remember what you 
know about baking-it's 
about getting back to the 
basics.” 

O’Donnell says new 
experiences are key to cre¬ 
ativity and travelling to 
China to teach what she 
knows about the art of 
bread and pastry making 
to other people was inspir¬ 


ing. 

“Sometimes in life we 
can become complacent 
with what we are doing. 
Stopping and taking a step 
back to teach others is real¬ 
ly inspiring.” 

She says there is noth¬ 
ing better than working in 
the kitchen with a staff. 

When working in the 
kitchen, O’Donnell will 
come up with ideas about 
how to make and decorate 
cakes, or other desserts. 

She says the most 
rewarding thing for her is 
the sense of accomplish¬ 
ment and pride she feels 
knowing she helped to 
inspire such yummy cre- 

"I get to come up with 
the concepts and I have the 
opportunity to help put 
people put them together 
the best desserts. The best 
part is it isn't all about me, 
it’s really a team effort..”

Members of the town’s 
community policing com¬ 
mittee will be distributing 
flyers promoting the Lock 
it or Lose it program, a joint 
effort of the Niagara 
Regional Police and the 
Insurance Bureau of 
Canada. 

The flyers, which will be 
put on die windshields of 
vehicles parked in the Virgil 
Sports Park this weekend, 
will remind drivers that an 
unlocked vehicle or an 
open window present an 
easy target for thieves. 

The flyers also remind 
drivers to put their valu¬ 
ables out of sight. 

Thieves looking for 
money, a GPS, iPod or car 
stereo may go from car to 
car looking for the unlocked 
door that will provide easy 
access, but if they see 
something valuable inside, 
they may decide to break 
in, says Allan. 

The goal of the Lock it or 


Lose it Crime Prevention 
Program is to encourage 
drivers to take a few simple 
precautions to protect their 
vehicles and contents from 
theft, says Allan. 

Volunteers from the 

mittee will begin in the 
Vigil parking lot, but hope 
to have an opportunity to 
do the same in the Old 
Town, to benefit tourists 
and residents, she says. 

Although it’s not as like¬ 
ly an occurrence at this 
time of year, the flyer also 
reminds drivers not to 
leave their vehicles run¬ 
ning while they run 
errands. 

Also, “don't leave spare 
keys where you think 
thieves won’t find them," 
says Allan. "They will.” 

Half of all vehicles sto¬ 
len are used to commit 
another crime, she says, 
often chopped for parts or 
exported to be sold in 
another country—and 
thieves will take advantage 
of an owner’s negligence 
by grabbing the first vehi¬ 
cle they find unlocked. 

"The key is that protect¬ 
ing your vehicle and its 
contents is in your hands.

Salon in Virgil celebrates one year anniversary of recycling program

It’s been a year now since 
Jaime Chevalier and her 
staff at Textures began a 
recycling program which 
puts chopped-off-locks to 

Instead of sweeping hair 
from the floor of the Virgil 
salon and placing it in gar¬ 
bage bags, Chevalier found 
out a company which recy¬ 
cles hair. 

Partnering with Green 
Circle, a Toronto company, 
the salon has been working 
to recycle their waste. The 
company picks up many 
items —including discard¬ 


ed hair, plastic tubes and 
foils that are typically found 
in every salon—and 
ensures these items will be 
recycled. And it has cer¬ 
tainly made a difference. 

Has your mother ever cut 
a lock of your hair and kept 
it in a drawer? Years later 
that lock of hair looks the 
same as it did the day it 
was cut. Chevalier points 
out hair takes a long time 
to decompose. 

"Hair can build up in a 
landfill and just sit there 
because it doesn’t disinte¬ 
grate easily. Hair can be a 
great fertilizer in the agri¬ 
cultural industry, but only 
if it’s disposed of properly.” 

The hairstylist says the 


salon will now recycle the 
tubes of colour which are 
used to dye hair. 

“Instead of dumping the 
tubes of colour down the 
drain and into the water 
system, we will be dispos¬ 
ing of them in an environ¬ 
mentally friendly way.” 

The salon asks for a $1 
contribution from each 
customer to help with the 
costs of disposing hair, 
tubes and colours. 

If customers don’t wish 
to participate, Chevalier 
says still continues to recy¬ 
cle everything to help 
reduce the environmental 
foot print of the salon. 

“Most customers are on 
board with what we are 


doing, but if some don’t 
wish to participate that’s 

She says most people are 
amazed when they see the 
amount of hair which could 
have ended up sitting in a 
landfill. 

In the first year of the 
recycling program, 
Chevalier says the salon 
has saved 364 pounds of 
foil and 60 pounds of hair. 


The manager says she is 
not sure how much colour 
the salon will save. "But 
every litde bit helps." 

The hair stylist industry 
is not known for being an 
environmentally friendly 
one says Chevalier. 

But, the staff at Textures 
has been working hard to 
recycle and using low volt¬ 
age lighting. 

She says staff members 


at the salon have been sup¬ 
portive of the recycling 
program and they have 
been very conservative of 
the colouring and the 
chemicals they use while 
working. 

“I know we are doing a 
good thing.”
